Elder  Hugh  B.  Brown,  assistant 
to  the  Council  of  Twelve  Apostles, 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  will  be  guest  speaker 
at  Tuesdays  M-Men  Tournament 
devotional. 

Elder  Brown  was  sustained'  as 
an  assistant  to  the  Twelve  at  Oct- 
ober conference  in  1953. 

He  was  Associate  Professor  on 
Religion  and  Political  Science  at 
Brigham  Young  University  from 
1946  to  1950  when  he  went  to  Al- 
berta, Canada  where  he  became 


president  of  the  Richland  Oil 
Company.  He  held  this  position 
until  his  appointment  as  an  as- 
sitsant  to  the  twelve. 

Elder  Brown  was  bom  in  Salt 
Lake  City  in  1883,  the  son  of 
Homer  M.  and  Lydia  J.  Brown. 
The  family  moved  to  Cardston, 
Alberta.,  Canada  in  1900.  He  ser- 
ved on  a mission  to  Great  Brit- 
ain from  1904  to  1908. 

After  returning  from  his  mis- 
sion, Elder  Brown  was  a Bishop 
in  Cardston  and  a member  of  the 


Alberta  Stake  High  Council.  He 
became  president  of  the  Leth- 
bridge Stake  in  1921. 

The  church  leader  returned  to 
Salt  Lake  City  to  live  in  1927  and 
from  1929  to  1935  was  president 
of  the  Granite  Stake. 

From  1937  to  1940  he  presided 
over  the  British  Mission  and  from 
1942  to  1946  he  was  coordinator  of 
LDS  servicemen. 

He  married  Zina  Young  Card 
in  1908.  They  are  the  parents  of 
6 daughters  and  2 sons.

said  IOC  President  Koldewyn. 

Among  non-social  unit  affili- 
ates in  student  government  are 
the  ASBYU  president,  2nd  vice 
president,  secretary  - historian 
and  IOC  president. 

After  visiting  BYU  recently, 
representatives  of  a commission 
of  American  Council  on  Educa- 
tion reported  that  they  were  es- 
pecially impressed  with  student 
unity  and  democratic  atmosphere 
on  campus. 

Even  so,  Paul  E.  Felt,  coordina- 
tor of  student  organizations,  has 
observed  in  American  culture  a 
tendency  to  isolate  into  small 
groups.  BYU,  he  said,  is  not  en- 
tirely exempt  from  that  trend. 

REED  BLAKE,  Val  Hyric  presi- 
dent, commented  that  association 
with  a group  holding  one’s  own 
ideals  seems  natural,  as  is  a de- 
sire to  live  with  that  group. 


Social  unit  housing  is  prohibit- 
ed by  the  university.  Although 
there  are  some  cases  where  sev- 
eral unit  members  reside  in  one 
house,  a survey  by  the  IOC  presi- 
dent showed  that  a majority  of 
non-unit  members  usually  live  in 
these  houses.  Koldewyn  added 
that  his  findings  showed  most 
unit  members  living  in,  such 
houses  thought  unit  housing  is 
unfeasible. 

IDEALS  and  standards  are  pro- 
bably the  most  substantial  points 
of  differentiation  between  social 
units  and  fraternities.  BYU  units 
are  pledged  to  adhere  to  stan- 
dards of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  In  the 
view  of  coordinator  Felt’s  state- 
ment, a conflict  of  ideals  would 
be  inevitable  if  social  units  were 
ever  to  become  nationally  affili- 
ated fraternities.
